The manatee has often been referred to as the ‘sea cow’ in 
Spanish speaking countries or ‘fish cow’ in Portuguese. It is the only fully aquatic, 
freshwater, herbivorous mammal, feeding solely on plants. 


Stocky but streamlined body, with a large horizontal paddle-shaped 
tail. Fore-flippers are used to dig up and carry vegetation. Despite 
being short-sighted, they have razor-sharp hearing and 
communicate using high-pitched chirps or squeaks. Amazingly, 
manatees’ teeth are constantly replaced, and grow forward due to 
the chewing jaw motion when eating.

Once hunted for their meat, skin and blubber, all three species of 
manatee now face increasing threat from polluted inland 
waterways, and the danger of injury resulting from physical 
contact with high-speed water craft. 


Man has since discovered that the herbivorous lifestyle of 
manatees assists in clearing weeds in irrigation canals and the 
dams of hydroelectric power stations. This in effect promoting the 
preservation of the species. In Florida, Sea Woridis helping to save 
the manatee by putting up signs and posters warning boaters about 
the presence of these mammals in inland waterways. Manatee- 
proof flood control structures have also been developed.
